In relation to claim 1 , Van Veen et al. patent teaches the use of microwave radiation pulses which span ultrawideband frequencies to 
image breast tissue, (see Paragraps [0010], [0043], [0044]). 

In relation to claim 1 1 , it is noted for the record that a recitation with respect to the manner in which an apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not impose any structural limitation upon the claimed apparatus which differentiates it from a prior art reference disclosing 
the structural limitations of the claims. In re Pearson, 494 F. 2d 1399, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974); In re Casey, 370 F. 2d 576, 152 
USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967). Accordingly, since claims 1, 12, 13, 16, 18, 26, and 27 is an apparatus claim, and not a method claim, the 
intended uses disclosed by the applicant do not provide the necessary patentable weight to overcome the pending rejection. 
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
